The Delightful Reminiscences of a 
Summer Abroad. 


Celebrating ‘the Hub’s’’ Quarter-Mil- 


lennial Birthday.

Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

BOSTON, September 20, 1880.—The old fa- 
miliar date! How delightfully odd it seems 
to put itatthe top of my letter again after 
such ages of dating from all manner of 
strange, foreign places! Verily, three months 
abroad is equal to three years at home, and it 
quite seems as if that time must have 
elapsed since I wrote you my farewell Boston 
letter in May last. 

Just two weeks ago to-day it 
was that our merry ocean party 
said good-bye to the Anchoria and each 
other, as we landed on the pier at New York. 
Two weeks have scattered us hither and yon; 
have re-established us in business or idle- 
ness; have given opportunity for visits of con- 
gratulation to and from the friends we left 
behind us, and for the distribution of those 
little gifts of remembrance which everybody 
brings home from Europe; have 
provided us with fourteen nights, 
and some of us with as many days in which 
to dream of the countless wonderful days and 
nights when we were Tourjeans traveling 
about in far distant lands, sleeping in strange 
beds, seeing strange sights, eating strange 
tocd, doing strange things and trying to talk 
strange tongues, or of those earlier and later 
days—the best of all—when we were sailing 
on the great water, out of sight alike of land 
and cares. But two weeks have scarce- 
ly sufliced to **settle down”? in. 
Your correspondent, at least, has not yet got- 
ten rid of the impression that ia a few hours, 
or days atthe most, she must tumbie her 
clothes into that much-belabeled trunk, put 
on the familiar gray dress, and start for the 
depot to go off in some direction or other.The 
streets of her native city look—not just exact- 
ly natural—the instinct of plucking stray 
weeds for her pressing-book is still strong, 
and a halfimpression is upon her mind that 
she ought ro “‘do”’ Bunker Hill Monument and 
the State-house. 

Meetirg an old friend, or bowing to an ac- 
quaintance on the street,seems quite as much 
of an event as if the same encounter had taken 
place on the boulevards of Paris, or in the 
muddy paths of Ober-Ammergan, and is at- 
tended with much the same sensation of 
pieased surprise that would bave attended it 
insuchacase. Theshop windows have an 
altogether unprecedented attraction, 
and it is quite impossible to pass 
the more gorgeous oke3 without pausiog 
and pressing an absent-minded nose against 
the glass, while haif hours are wasted in 
studying the bargains and in vielding to al- 
ternate sensations of disgust or delicht, as the 
conviction comes sadly home that more money 
was paid forsome knicknack in Paris or 
Venice than itcould be bought for here, or 
the contrary makesitself apparent in an audi- 
ble chuckie When one sees the _ identically 
same fan for which was paid but $1 6 in 
Lucerne,marked $10; or when it becomes quite 
certain thst the fat little silver pig which 
dangles from one’s bracelet, is not yet to ve 
found in Boston shovs! Qn. there are mo- 
ments of genuine happiness atiending the re- 
turn from a tour abroad, not the least of 
which are those when your mother’s own 
particular yeast bread dawns upon your 
palate, and when you can sit downto a tiny 
ainner table with your own beloved few, and 
no horrid man behind vour chair watching 
his chance to snatch your unfinished plate if 
you remove your attention therefrom for an 
instant and expecting afee forhis prompt- 
ness. 

Seriously, I cannot begin to tellvou the ad- 
vantages of very many vanities which I have 
derived from this summer’s outing in the 
Old World. Physically, I am ae new 
being, mentally and moraliy, a greatly im- 
vroved and enlarged edition, certainly, of the 
old one. The suimmerhas so strong a hold 
upon my thoughts still that it seems 
almost impossibleto perform my very evident 
duty and bring myseif and my pen back to 
the date with which I opened this letter, that 
I may tell you of our grand jamboree of Fri- 
day last. 

You must know that Boston has had a 
dbirtpday—a birthday of asort whieh comes 
toacity butonce in its existence, viz : its 
two-hbundred-and-fiftieth.., Other birthdays 
it bashad and othersit may have, bnt only 
one of this particular kind: hence, we cele- 
brated. Weunvited guests by the regiment 
and by the individual, from far and from 
wide. We decoratedtothe last degree of 
elegance andthe last yard of buating. The 
Hub looked iike a first-class rainbow on the 
mornof the eventful day, which proved to 
be one of the hottest of the 
season—so they say who have summered here. 
All the day before, every public conveyance 
tending Bostonwards was packed and cram- 
med with bumanity, and on the day itself 
the streets and houses were likewise 
thronged.~ Going out a couple of hours be- 
fore noon, when the procession wis to start, 
in blissful thoughttessness of this fact, it was 
quite as much as wecould do, physically 
speaking, to make our way through the up- 
town streets to the house on Columbus avenue, 


where the press representatives were located, 


and from a window of which we gazed for 
three mortal and wes A interesting hours, vary- 
ing the monoteny by returning the cordial 
greetings and hand-shakes of our Boston 
newspaper men, whom we once so often but 
now so seldom meet. A more gentlemanly and 
refined, but withal jolly and good-natured, 
set of Bohemians it would be hard to tind, and 
the memories of good oid times in daily 
journalism came back that day so forcibly 
that [ almost wished myself again in the har- 
ness. But when comparisons were drawn, by 
one and another,between the procession of the 
day andthatof our famous Ith of June, tive 
years ago,and the memery comes freshly forth 
of the work 1 had to do that day—my portion 
being to write up the decorations ail over the 
city, to do which I had to start out 
early in the morning, and beep well ahead of 
the procession, of which lonly saw avery 
smail bit from a window in the typographical 
room of the paper with which I was con- 
nected, and when I sawthe men of the dailies 
blistering the backs of their necks while taking 
notes on the stand beneath our window, then 
it was that I sank back willinglv into the com- 
parative but comfortable insignificance of 
only a ‘‘correspondent’’ ahd ate my salad in 
content. 

If I should attempt giving youafull de- 
scription of the procession and of the various 
other methods in which our big holiday was 
celebrated. you know very well that you 
would skip it; so I will only say that there 
were long lines of peaceful soldiers in their 
best uniforms, the most of whom marched 
indifferently well, while some did 
considerably better, and some more than 
considerably worse. The finest uniforms were 
those worn by the Brooklyn regiments, with 
their gray, {scarlet-faced coats and white 
trousers. One of these, by the way,is popu- 
larly known as ‘‘Beecher’s regiment,” and 
there were cheers and handkerchiefs from the 
opposite house when the celebrated divine 
bimself rede past, looking so handsome in his 
uniform and on horseback that I never should 
bave known him; but not a note of approba- 
tion from our side of the way, for 
the reverend gentleman never has been 
exactly popular with the press, it has seemed 
to me, since he defied its yerdict a few years

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Rich Phosphate Fields. 
From the New York World. 


Rio Janeiro advices just received here say 
that there has been excitement 1n the Brazil- 
ian Chamber of Deputies over the granting of 
a commercial concession to Mr. J ames C. 
Jewett, a shipping merchantof New York 
City, for the collection and exportation to this 
city of phosphate deposits from the Island of 
Fernando de Noronha and other islands on 
the Brazilian coast. Jewett fitted out an ex- 
ploring vessel inthe spring of 1879 to search 
tbe islands on the coast of Brazii for phos- 
phates and discovered deposits on many of 
these islands. Samples were obtained, 
analyzed and deposited with the Bra- 
zilian Government, and Mr. Jewett 
made application for the right to ship 
the phosphates under a Brazilian law graat- 
ing that right to the discoverer. The right of 
Mr. Jewett was recognized by the Ministry as 
to the first-named isiand, but they reserved 
the right for other places, and it was agreed 
that thereshould be paid into the Imperial 
Treasury $1.50 for each ton of phosphate 
shipped from theisland. A new Minister, 
however, came into power. The matter came 
up for diseussion in the Chamber of Dep- 
uties in July last, and one of the members 
said that the deposit was guano and not phos- 
phate and was valued at $50 a ton; that there 
were at least 5,000,000 tons in Fernando de 
Noronha alone, the total value of which he 
estimated at $260 ,000,000, which was far too 
lurgeasum togo to the benefit of a for- 
eigner. A resolution was adopted directing 
the Ministry to make*investication; the lat- 
ter sent on areply on the 16th of August last 
stating thatthey had refused Mr. Jewett’s 
application for permission to remove the 
phosphates. It was then stated by one of the 
members that two cargoes had already been 
removed, and the Ministry were instructed to 
notify Mr. Jewett that he could not be al- 
lowed to further deplete the wealth of tlie 
empire. 

Mr. Jewett said vesterday that there Was 
no guano to his knowledge on the coast of 
Brazil,but that he had discovered on Abrothas 
and other islands mineral phospnate contain- 
ing from 30 to 40 per cent of pbosphoric acid, 
which is equivalent to 7) percent or more of 
base phospate of lime. ‘I'he vaiue of these de- 
posits, he said, could not be estimated, as all 
that could possibly be broughtte this market 
would tind ready sale atthe rate of $12 per 
ton. The estimate as to the quantity already 
viven, he thouzht, was not too great, and he 


estimated the net profit of all cargoes which. 


might be brought here at >) per ton, thus 
making the gross net value of the deposit 
about $25,000,C00. Hethinks the royaltv of 
31 50 atona fairprice for himto payto bra 

zil. and does not believe there will be anv se- 
ricus difficulty with Brazilor the present Min- 
istry over the matter.

It Meay Be True Yet, 
From the Detroit Free Press. 

When Jules Verne wrote his romance, 
‘* Twenty Thousand Leagues Under the sSea,’’ 
he found it necessary to construct a cigar 
shaped steamer that would travel under wat- 
er while her crew could breathe with the same 
ease they could onland. If Mr. Verne had 
waited forafew years he might, perhaps, 
have saved himself the trouble of inventing 
this submarine craft, as hemight then have 
found it in actual operation. It is at present 
only proposed to apply a recent invention toa 
diver’s hemlet in the following manner: The 
apparatus having been fastened over the nose 
and mouth of the diver, when he wishes to 
breathe the air out of his lungs he does soin 
the ordinary way, and it goes down the tubes 
into the bottom of the front filter. I[tthen 
filters through tne caustic charged sponge in 
front, and passing along an outiet at the top, 
is conducted over the diver’s shoulder into 
the other case, through which it filters in the 
same way, and then, ascending into the hel- 
met, mixes with oxygen that has been let in 
from its store chamber, and is ready to be 
breathed again into the diver’s lungs. Mr. 
Fleuss states that, if he could only eat under 
water, he could remain there for a whole day; 
as itis, he waiked for a quarter of a mile un- 
der the sea at Ryde, and when at Brighton he 
went down during stormy weather into five 
fathoms of water. This being the case, itis a 
simple matter to apply the prineip!e to the air- 
tight submarine ship.

A Gun of the Spanish Armada.

The other day an interesting relic of stir- 
ring times was recovered from the sea on the 
east coast of Aberdeenshire.

than one of the guns of the Spanish Armada, 


which has been lying these three centuries in 
a creek at Slains, alittle south of Peterhead. 
The St. Catharine was wrecked here om her 
flight northward. Two guns were fished out 
ofthe same pool in 1840, athird in 1855, and 
two more guns andan anchor in 1876. The 
present find is reported to be the largest and 
most complete ofall. **The gunis of mal- 
leable iron,’’ writes a correspondent to the 
Aberdeen Free Press,*‘is complete in every 


respect, and not evencorroded. Theextreme “ 


length of it is eight feet, from the muzzle to 
the touch-hole seven feet three inches, and 
the diameter of the bere is four inches. The 
ball and wadding, stillthere, take up the 
place of thirteen inches.”? The gunis mount- 
ed onan embankmentin the neighborhood. 
The news of its recovery has probably not 
stirred a single pulse with the slightest wave 
of the emotions that agitated the whole coun- 
try at the time when the gun went to the bot- 
tom.

‘*The el ofthe hashing Foo, having pe- 
titioned the Viceroy of Ming Che Shen (Che 
Klangand Foo Kien provinces), and he hav- 


*ing bumbly presented to our sacred glance, 


for our espevial pleasure, the document, now 
I (the Emperor) do command the erection of 
this pilaow for the purpose of exhorting the 
people to deeds ef filial piety. Tung Che, 
eleventh year, third month.’”? Then 
follows the reason of the pilaow 
being erected. Rendered into EKa- 
glish the story goes thus: *‘In the eighth vear 
of Tung Che a family resided in Kashing Foo, 
consisting ofthe parents,two sons and one 
daughter. The two sons left their home to go 
to Tientsin for the purpose of trading. The 
daughter meanwhile was betrothed, but re- 
fused to get married while her parents were 
alive, as she must attend to their wants. The 
mother fell sick and died, and shortly after- 
ward the father also fell ill. The doctor in- 
formed the daughter that nothing could save 
her sire unless it was a decoction of human 
flesh. The girl immediately resolved to im- 
molate herself uponthe altar of filial piety, 
and, in strict conformance with the sacred 
edict, oifered herself for the sacrifice. She 
heroically bared herarm, and allowed the 
doctors to cut a portionof flesh from it. The 
decoction was made, but, alas! the eld man 
died and so did the daughter. Now, the peo- 
ple, upon learning this act of devotion from 
the expectant bride, resolved to presenta 
memorial to the Viceroy in order to keep ever 
ie 1g yg the virtuous conduct of this devoted 
girl.

Distinguished Spy.

Different accounts of Mejor Ardre’s cap- 
ture appear to vary in details, but the import.

Andre, 
embarking on the british sloop Vulture, was 
brought in a boat toa point about six miles 
betow Stony Point,where he met Arnold,and, 
the interview beipg prolonged until daylight, 
Andre was induced to go to the house of Josh- 
ue Hill Smith, a loyalist. Then the Vulture, 
alarmed at the guns of Col. Livingston’s shore 
battery, dropped down the river, and Andre, 
abandoned, hid in the Smith house until sun-: 
set of the 22d. 

With Arnold’s pass, inthe name of John 
Anderson, and with the papers describing the 
works and troops at West Point hidden in 
his stocking, Andre started out with Smith 
aboutsunset. Stopped by an American psa. 
triot, they spent the night at Andreas Miller’; 
cottage. The next morning Smith left Andre 
near Pine Bridge, assuring him that he was 
safe from scouting parties, but advising him 
totake the White Plains road. Andre, how- 
ever, had been informed that there were 
British partisans on the lower road, and he 
therefore went by the old Sleepy Hoilow 
chuich, across the bridge, and then up a lit- 
tle to a small brook that crossed the road. It 
was down this stream that the three ‘‘sSkin- 
ners,”? Paulding, Van Wart and Williams, 
came on the morning of September 23, 1780, 
leaving their companions on the top of the 
hill now calied Mount Andre. Hiding in the 
bushes in order to watch the road—now 
Broadway—for “Cow-boys,”’ the three rus- 
tics lounged comfortably, cbatting in low 
tones and playing cards, wuaile Williams leis- 
urely hung his stockings, wet with dew, upon 
a bush to dry. 

Suddenly the tramp of a horse was heard, 
and a figure appeared at the turn of the road. 
‘*Hush!’’? and everything was still as death 
within the bushes, as the unconscious horse- 
man rode slowly down to the brook and 
paused, where it widened into a pool on 
crossing the road, to allow his horse to drink. 
Sut the quietofthe scene was suddenly in- 
terrupted. Paulding sprang from the bushes 
and seized the horse bvthe bridle. Pauld- 
ing, lately imprisoned in British jails and 
robbed of his clothing, had been given a Hes- 
sian vager’s coat, and when Andre’s eyes fell 
upon it he smiled. 

**Ha, you belong to our party.” 

‘*What party is that?’ was Paulding’s ex- 
clamation. 

“The party below.” 

‘Yes, >i) 

‘*Don’t detain me, then; I’m on important 
business,’’ and the unfortunate youny ofticer 
betrayed himself so fatally that he was unable 
io recover bimself when Paulding announced 
that he belonged tothe Continentals. Then, 
after a little parley, Andre was led from the 
spot where the monument now stands to a 
large rock which occupied the site of Mr. 
W heeler’s house and the base of which is now 
visible in the cellar. The search that foliow- 
ed, the discovery of Arnold’s treasonable cor- 
respondence in Andre’s boot,and Andre’s 
futile attempts at bribery, are all familiar. 
He was met with Paulding’s stern answer: 
*No by —, we won’t let you go if you offer us 
10,000 guineas.’’ And the handsome young 
officer bitterly exclaimed: ‘I had better have 
blown out my brainstban fallen into your 
bands.”? Refusing to mount his horse, Andre 
was ledthrough tbe bushes to the summit of 
the hill, not farfrom the spot where the pa- 
Vilions now stand. 

Mrs. See, an old woman living on the Bea- 
ford road, abouttwo miles from the Tarry- 
town depot, tells a picturesque tale of suc- 
ceeding events as it was told her by the par- 
ticipants. Mrs. See familiarly fcalled ‘‘Aunt 
Betsy,” saysthat a party of “Skinners” with 
their prisoner went directly to 
‘*Mug Tavern,” near White Plains— 
a bostelry presided over by Aunt Polly Reed. 
Strange to sav—considering her sex—Aunt 
Polly was notorious for her curiosity and ina- 
bility to keep a secret. While ham and eggs 
were sizzlim@g in the pan for the hungry 
‘*‘Skinners,” Aunt Polly was struggling to 
ascertain the identity of the melancholy 
young stranger, who was «0 handsomely 
clothed in a blue overcoat, claret-cojored coat 
and nankeen waistzoat and breeches. Finally 


Paulding seized her by the wrist and drew 


her close to bim. 

“Can you keep a secret?” 

‘*Yes,’’? stammered the old woman, with 
hardly suppressed eagerness. 

**\We’ve gota british spy.’’ 7 

In tbree minutes the old woman had in- 
trusted household cares to her girl, saddled 
her white horse and.was galloping off to the 
next house, in a place then called “Twiteh- 
ings.”? But the fences and brush proved an 
obstacle, and Aunt Polly was forced to make 
a long detour by the road. The “Skinners” 
fmished their meal and departed, making 3 
straight cut across the country toward 
‘*Twitchings.’’ As they approached the 
house they caught sight of Aunt Polly flying 
up the road om her white horse, daylight 
showing between herselfand the saddle at 
every leap. Her hair streamed out behind. Io 
one hand she swung her huge poke bonnet DY 
the strings, while she sbrieked in a shrill, 
quaverirg voice: **They’ve got the d—d spy- 

hey’ve got the d—d spy!” 

There are several persons in Tarrytown who 
knew Andre’s captors. On Broadway is 4 
quaint, whitewashed stone house,half hidden 
amid vines and trees. It is the old Van Tasse! 
mansion, where trim and coquettish Katrina 
tirted with Brom Benes and Ichabod Crane. 
Mr. Mott. the owner, when a boy, heard Van 
Wart tel! the story of Andre’s capture su)- 
stantially as given above, except thay V3! 
Wart declared that the captors were not play- 
ing cards when Andre appeared. ‘* Squire” 
Capron, who in his youth sang in the choir of 
the old Greenburg church with Van Wart, 
never heard him mention the capture. Both 
describe him as a strongly built, highly re- 
spectable farmer, living upon the land pre- 
sented to him by the Government, 
and enjoying the esteem of his neighbors. W. 
C. Williams, a grandson of David Williams. 
one of Andre’s captors, arrived at the Cliff 
House in Tarrytown, yesterday, bringing the 
elaborately engraved medal presented to his 
grandfather by Washington, and a cane pre- 
sented by an army officer, made from wood 
sunk in the river by the British to obstruct 
navigation. Mr. Williams has often heard his 
grandfather speak of Andre’s capture, and 
while he, as well asthe others, acknowledges 
that the party had little§idea of the import- 
ance ofthe papers discovered in Andre's 
stocking, he 1s itive that British gold nev~ 
er caused one of them to waver for an in- 
stant in his loyalty.

Description of the Great Eastern. 

The Great Eastern steamship, now being 
retitted for the live cattle trade, was designed 
to trade With India.,and was planned by Bru- 
neland Seott Russellin 1851. The descend- 
ants of James Watt built her engines. Her 
construction (ofiron plates) was begun in 
1854. She was designed for 400 passengers, 
(0 -firs!-class anda crew of 400. Her paddles 
and screw give 11,000 horse power. She 
spreads, under full saiJ, 6,500 square yards of 
canvas. She is 002 feet long, 83 feet wide, 53 
feet deep, 12,000 tons weight and draws 3 
feet of water laden. She was launched in 
1857, and it took three months to 
launch her, at a cost of $600,000 for the 
Jaunching alone. She was sold unfinished for 
$500,000 to a new company ia 1859, and equip- 
ped for $700,000 more. She left the Thames 
for sea in September of that year, and killed 
six men by anexplosion. In June, 1860, she 
crossed the Atlantic from Southamp:on in 
eleven days, with thirty-six passengers, 
Spending >200,000 more upon her, the diree- 
tors started herto New York with 180 pas- 
sengers in May, 1861, asd she burned avout 
250 tous of coala day. The British Govern- 
ment engaged her to carry troops to tight the 
Lnited States, and sae went to Quebec. She 
next took’4U0 passengers and haa to put back, 
That closed hercareer, except for cabie laying 
in 1865, when she was chartered for $5,000 a 
month, Without crew. She has since laid tive 
oiber cables. She has been a loss of $5,000,000,

His remarks in 
regard to the raising of colts can not fail to be 
of interest to our readers. He says: 

When a colt is born into a family—especial- 
ly if bis lot is cast in pleasant places, and he 
has a goodly neritage—the foremost danger is 
that he will be spoiled in early life. It really 


- geems as if all owners of horses endeavored to 
ascertain how inthe most expeditious man- 


ner to ruip them. . s A a 


They should neither be petted to death nor 
isntuered and subdued to death. They 
should be familiarized with the harness when 
so young that they can imagine the straps a 

ot themselves. They should never know 
what itisto be broken. They should find 
themselves engaged in business they hardly 
know how; andthey should be gradually ip- 
troduced to their work with an unruffled 
te r, and an acquiescent but subdued spir- 
it. hen you actually conquer a horse, you 
can never tell where the conquest is zoing to 
end. Let the lesson begin at two years old, 
and afew weeks will complete it, without 
danger from violence, and it will never be 
forgotten. It need not be renewed until the 
animal has become mature and strong enough 
to bear the burdens of life. As acolt may be 
sprained by overloading, so he may be ruined 
by over-feeding have known many a colt 
ruined by excessive feeding the first winter of 
his life. It is pleasant to see his glossy coat 
and lively head and mature neck and well-de- 
veloped form under a supply of oats. But all 
the pleasure will vanish if you look carefully 
at his limbs, which tremble a little after ex- 
ercise, and it will still more entirely vanish if 
you will examine him after his summer’s run 
at grass, and wonder that he looks no better 
and has not grown more. Sweet hay anda 
few oats, with a very little grain at long inter- 
vals of time, are sufficient. Andif you doubt 
this, zo and ask the fat and favorite colts who 
are passing their hot-bed dives in their good- 
looking stables, which are multiplying every- 
where; go and ask the thousands of English 
thoroughbreds who are hobbling about, ru- 
ined by forced growth. and forced effort, and 
hot food, ere their lives had fairly begun, 
and see what answer you will get. They 
would all tell you, if they could speak, that 
the muscle which the horse gets after he is 
four years old is worth vastly more than what 
be makes before time; that all the fat the colt 
n himself before he is four vears old 
is an injury to him; that their life is shortened 
and their powers weakened by early feeding 
and early work; that if you wil/feed for early 
maturity, and drive for earlf Speed, you must 
expect to lose a large part of the ultimate val- 
A few years of life,a few 
seconds of speed. Precocity is a poor thing. 
That alone endures which ripens slowly. The 
wisdom of human maturity is the best wisdom 
—that maturity which comes from the steady 
and legitimate development of all human 
powers. Thatspeed and endurance are the 
eatest which are not called for until the 
erse is in full possession of his faculties. An 
American man, dependent on himself for all 
he is and is to be, fit for all the duties which 
may devolve upon him, will not grow upin a 

day.

**Perplexing Cattle Problems Made Clear. 
and the Cow Escutcheon Mystery Uufolded.” 
It 18 a work of nearly three hundred pages, 
and is illustrated with a large number of cuts 
and diagrams. It consists of thirty essays on 
subjects pertaining to the feeding, healto, 
care, and management of farm stock. Many 


of the topics discussed are new, and all of } 


them are treated of in an orginal and compre- 
hensive manner. The author has trespassed 
on no field heretofore occupied. 


‘The work will be of value to professional 
breeders, dairymen, ranchmen, and geaera! 
farmers. Guenon’s theory of the escutcheon 
or yield-mark in milch cows 1s carefully ex- 
amined and objections raisedtoit. Anew 
explanatior is given forthe yield-mark, and 
rules are presented for the selection of dairy 
cows. A new theory is advanced to account 
for the prevalence of abortion among dairy 
cows, and an entire chapter is devoted to 
means for the prevention of this malady, 
which bas occasioned great alarm inevery 
dairy district in the country. When we con- 
sider that the losses from abortions among 
dairy cowsin nine counties in New York 
amount to $4,800,000 annually, the vulue of 
information on this subject can hardly be 
overestimated.

. ° Dairying bas become a leading industry in 


~ duction o 


this country, and, if properly managed, will 
long continue a source of great wealth. We 
bave made wonderful advances in the manu- 
facture of butter and cheese, but have done 
comparatively little in the improvement of 
dairy stock. We export dairy implements, 
but import dairy cattle. 
The Dutch, French, and English all surpass 
us in the production of excellent dairy stock. 
Few breeders, and a yet smalier number of 


-’- dairy farmers, devote much attention to the 


production of cows for the dairy. Every year 
we make our beef cattle weigh more, our 
borses trot at a greater speed, and our sheep 
yield a larger amount of wool, but the pro- 
milk remains aimost stationary. 
Nothing vunnected with the stock interest of 
the country demands more attention than the 
breeding, feeding, and handling of dairy cows. 
A lean. cow, that will furnish a large amount 
of milk, will sell for more at home than a fat 
builock will bring ina distant market. Aljll 
information on the improvement of dairy 
stock is at once timely and desirable. 

The \chapter devoted to the consideration 
of the Best breeds of cattle for the vast ranch- 
es of the far West is of especial value to stock- 
men. It shows that the climate of a region, 


~ the character and amount of the food pro- 


duced and the protections that can be afford- 
ed stack: during thé winter have much to do 
in determining the kind of cattle that can be 
kept with the greatest profit. When food is 
tered as on the plains producirg bunch- 
ass, catile have to travel long distances to 
obtain a supply of food, and on that account 
they should possess a large amount of mus- 
cular activity.

reported is that the health of the horses was 
not essentially injured by new hay, if they re- 
ceive the regular ration with ether fodder. 
Some animals were at first less active, sweated 
more freely, and the excrements were some- 
what softened, but all this ceased in a short 
time. The horses generally ate the new ha 
more greedily, they retained the same stren 
and flesh. The hair was bright. and health 
perfect. Of 150 horses from four to thirteen 
years old, thirty-seven gained in fatness, and 
eighteen in strength and endurance. Onaly 
eighteen lost flesh, and eight lost strength, 
while seventy-nine remained unchanged. Two 
experiments gave the same results. 

nother series of experiments was less suc- 
cessful. In this series the animals were fed 
exclusively on new hay, no straw or oats be- 
ing given, asintheformer series. On this 
feed there was no real sickness, but a general 
weakness, frequent sweats. loss of appetite, 
disturbed # digestion, diarrheea, relaxation of 
the muscles, weariness, etc. 

Experiments were made upon 1,800 horses 
by feeding new oats, and the results were 
mest satisfactory. The animals nearty all in- 
creased in bulk and strength. 

The commission reported that new oats can 
be substituted for old ones to advantage. 

These decisions seemto be averse to the 
common belief. Toomany cases of colic do 
foliow feeding new hay, new oats, and espec- 
ially new corn. 

The danger seems to be rather in the quan- 
tity of feed given. The horses love new, sweet 
hay and oats and eat them more greedily and 
in greater quantities. 

lt is likely that if farmers would make the 
chenge from old to new hay and oats gradual- 
ly and feed the same amount each time, not 
fecding- greedy eaters all they will eat, we 
should hear far less said about new hay and 
oats being injurious. 

The experiment, though more favorable to 
new feed than is the experience of farmers 
and teamsters, does not prove that new hay 
and oats can be fedin large quantities with- 
out danger. We conclude from the experi- 
ments that old hay and old oats are the safest 
feed on which horses will be less liable to col- 
ic and jassitude. 

TOADS. 


French industry and sagacity take the lead 
of the world in little thingsif nothing more. 
Toad culture isareguiar business there with 
economic people, and tho demand for toads is 
great and increasing. The useful little ani- 
mals are employed as insect destroyers, not 
only in the gardens of that country, but thou- 
sands of them are packed down in baskets of 
damp moss and sent to other countries to be 
sold to gardeners, The more observing hor- 
ticulturists and floriculturists have long been 
aware of their value as insect destroyers, and 
have utilized them toa greater or less extent. 
And it is not much to the credit of American 
gardeners and farmers that they have never 
recognized the services of this helpful and 
innocent little reptile. Nature conducts her 
operations by reciprocal mgans, and if she 
gives us the hurtful insects to eat up our 
crops she also gives us the birds, toads, etc., 
to eatup the insects. The farmer should 
keepra close eye on natuse, and seek to make 
her manifold operations helpful, instead of 
casting hindrances in the way by destroying 
her agents. Many things as loathsome-look- 
ing as the toad are the farmers’ friend. 

MUTTON, 

Mutton is a very healthful! food. It 13 the 
cheapest meat for the farmer. Its cost is 
comparatively small, as the fieece from a good 
breed will pay for its keeping. Then there is 
an additional profit in the lambs. When the 
animal is killed at home there is the pelt, as 
wellas the rich droppings, which will make 
an excellent manure. The pastures will also 
be well cleared of weeds. With the exception 
of poultry, mutton is alsojthe most convenient 
meat for the farmer. A sheep is easily killed 
and dressed by a single hand in an hour, and 
in the warmest weather it can be disposed of 
before it spoils. Science and experience 
both declare it to be the healthiest kind of 
meat, and a foolish prejudice alone leads to a 
preference for pork. 


Household Receipts. 


BARBERRIES.—Into ajar of cold vinegar 
put the little bunches of ripe barberries. 
They are pretty for garnishing dishes, as well 
as good for relish. 


BRANDY PEACHES.—Drop into weak, boil- 
ing lye until the skins van be wiped off; make 
atbhin syrup to cover them; boil them until 
they are soft tothe fingerenaii; make a rich 
syrup, and add, after they come from the fire 
and while hot, the same quantity of brandy as 
syrup; the fruit must be covered. 


DRy SUCCOTASH.— Cutthe grains froma 
dozen ears of boiled corn, and mix them with 
one quart of Lima beans that have been well 
boiled in saltand water anddrained. Putallin- 
toa panimmediately and cover them inorderto 
keep them hot. Beat two eggs light, and 
pour over the corn and beans withtwoounces 
of butter, pepper, and salt te taste. Stand for 
afew minutes over the fire and send to the 
table hot. One can make a full dinner from 
such a dish as this. 


COCOANUT CUSTARD.—Place one dozen 
cocoanut balls (procured from aay eonfec- 
tioner) in a pudding-dish, and over them 
pour, whileit is hot, a boiled custard made of 
one quart of milk, the yolks of five and the 
white of three eggs well beaten. five tabie- 
spoonfuls of white sugar (a littie more or less 
to suit the individual taste), one tablespoon- 
ful of corn starch, wet with a little cold milk, 
stirred in carefuily to prevent lumping, and 
two teaspoonfuls of extract of vaniila; have 
the sugar added; spread over the top of the 
custard, and set into the oven to brown 
slightly; then put the pudding aside to cool.

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‘ CLIPPED COINS. 


Difficulties in the Way Stopping a 
Knavish Practice. 
From the New York Herald. 


The Herald has several times during the 
past year called attention to the habit of 
puncturing the silver coin in general circula- 
tion. Afew months ago the law on the sub- 
ect—showing the penalties for debasing coin 

y clipping or ponstartae gree in its 
columns. Until very recentiy the stealing 
of silver from the coin was chiefly con- 
fined to half dollars and quar- 
ters. During the past month it has been very 
generally noti€ed and commented upon that 
ten and five cent pieces have been also clip- 
pee In all offices under the control of the 

ederal Government, coins that have been 
thus tampered with are refused. The car 
and railroad companies have follow- 
ed very generally the example of the 
Government authorities and refuse to 
receive them. The exceptions are the 
bobtail cars and stages in which the locked 
boxes are in use, as of course no examination 
of the coin can be made by the drivers of these 
vehicles. A reporter of the Herald, who had 
read the suggestions that all persons should 
combine and refuse to receive mutilated coin 
after October 1, in —— upon the Third ave- 
nue surface and elevated roads has noticed 
that conductors of the form rand ticket sellers 
of the latter, im giving change, are in the hab- 
it of forcing these mutilated coins upon pas- 
sengers. ° 

Entering a Third avenue horse-car on Fri- 

day afternoon the reporter received in change 
from conductor No. 76 a five-cent silver piece 
with alarge hole init. He handed it back 
to the conductor, politely declining to re- 
ceive it. The conductor became very indig- 
nant, and refused to redeem it, when the re- 
porter informed himthat he would be com- 
pelled to report him at theoffice. The young 
men acted in such an insolent man- 
ner that an 0oflicer of the American 
District Telegraph Company handed 
his card to the reporter and requested him 
to present it to President Lyon as a witness to 
the conduct of the conductor. The matter 
was early yesterday called tothe attentiun of 
Mr. Lyon, who stated that he wished the 
publicto understand that the company will 
not receive any mutilated eoin from their 
conductors, and every passenger oucht to in- 
sist upon receiving unclipped change from 
the conductors. He declared his determina- 
tion to act promptly in the case of No. 76, and 
expressed the hope that other patrons of the 
road would report any conductor who should 
oo to pass mutilated currency upon 
them. 
Later United States Commissionel Deuel 
was asked as to his interpretation of the law. 
Reading it over carefully, hesaid that, while 
there was a heavy penalty provided in the 
case of any one detected in the act of mutilat- 
ing coin, there is no penaliy for passing it. 
He expressed the hope that some of the silver 
thieves might be captured and punished so 
severely that others who follow the nefarious 
business would take warning. 


The Big Summer Hotels. 
From the New York Post. 


The proprietors of the summer resort ho- 
tels are now making a balance of the expen- 
ditures and income of theseason, and con- 
gratulating themselves upon the satisfactory 
condition of their exchequers. The season 
has been for them an unprecedentedly suc- 
cessfulone. Nor have their patrons in gen- 
eral any cause to complain, since in return 
for their money they have enjoyed abunaince 
of good cheer, and have brought back with 
them arepleted stock of health and animal 
spirits, as the bronzed and firme 
fleshed cheeks une meets on 
the sidewalks bear undeniable testi- 
mony. As iliustration of the unexampied 
prosperity of the season, the Long Branch 
hotel-keepers supply some statistics. At that 
place there is hotel accommodation for about 
10,000 people, all ofwhich has been in de- 
mand. Inadditionto this the Branch has 
been visited by about 300,000 excursionsts, 
It is estimated that from both sources there 
has been derived an income of $4,750,000. 
But the whole New Jersey coast, from Sandy 
Hook:-to Squan, is dotted atintervals of afew 
miles with summer hotels, many of them 
competing in size and appointments with 
those of Long Branch. All these have been 
thronged, and it is thought that altogether 
the money spent by the visitors along this 
part of the New Jersey road would not fall 
below $10,000,000. A Herald reporter, who 
has been canvassing these and other resorts. 
says thatone anda half millions of dollars 
were speuton excursions to sucu places as 
Glen Alpine and points up the Hudson, and 
that ‘**if one were to go further, and add on 
what has been spent at the races, in visits to 
picnic grounds, by rail and sailing craft, and 
the money spent in a hundred ways of pleas- 
ure seeking, of which no account can ever be 
had, it might be found that the three million 
people who live in and around New York 
expended this year over $18,000,000 in keepihg 
cool and enjoying themseives.

The pian up- 
on Which it is kept is rather mixed Some 
call jit European, still it furnishes a 
table d’hote dinner, price tive shillings (one 
dollar and a quarter) for each person, with- 
out wine. If you hire a bedroom at a fixed

where, then you are charged a higher rate 
per night for your room. One and s1X-pence 
attendance foreach persen per day is put 
down mn every bill. There is a queer ar- 
rangement at the Grand as to breakfast. The 
printed table of charges says a plain break- 
jast, that is “breakfast with tea or coffee and 
two eggs,’’ two shillings and sixpence; if 
anything else is ordered the price for break- 
fast is three and sixpence. These rules may 
suit English people, but we know a number 
- Americans with whom they do not find 
avor.

The low average tems 
perature cf the Black Sea is but slightly 
raised in the Sea of Marmora; this surface 
warmth hardly affects the Straits of the Dar- 
danelles, where the current mixes the water 
of all depths together. The passave has been 
accomplished scores of times py Americans 
and Englishmen since Lord Byron undertook 
to dispel the illusion of its great aifficulties.
